Mrs.  Mary  Livingston  Agin>  Notasulga,  Alabama,  whose  brother  is 
a  Judge  on  the  Bench  of  the  Surpeme  Court  of  ^labama,  has  given  me 
permission  to  send  you  the  records  on  her  two  Burks  families  --  J 
Jospeh  Burks,  Revolutionary  soldier;  and  James  Ryons  Burks. 

Her  Grandfather  was  a  ^urks,  and  her  Grandmother  w as  a  Burks. 
ner  Grandfather  goes  back  to  Joseph.  Her  Grandmother  back  to  ^ames 
AJyons  Burks.  Mrs.  Akin  thinks  that  these  two  Burks  branches  were 
related  in  earlier  generations,  but  has  not  yet  established  the 
connection . 

She  also  thinks  that  James  Lyons  Burks,  and  our  “'illiam  Rurks 
may  have  been  brothers.  Karnes  ijyons  Burks  named  a  son  William  (William 
C.)  ,  and  Wur  own  William  Burks  named  a  son  James  i'yons.  But  we  have 
not  discovered  tos  yet  whether  this  is  so.  Both  families  have  the 
same  story  of  the  orphans  being  raised  in  home  of  relatives, etc. 

Mrs.  Agin  worked  for  fourteen  years  at  Alabama  Archives.  Lome 
of  your  staff  may  have  been  in  correspondence  with  her  in  past  years. 

She  has  given  me  full  permission  to  send  you  the  enclosed 
data  on  her  two  Burks  families.  I  thought  you  moght  like  to  have 
the  data  on  "Fighting  Joe”  Burks  especially1*  since  he  was  Oongres sman 
from  your  section. 

The  data  on  William  Burks  family  is  all  I  have  been  able  to  do 
with  tracing  our  Grea t-Grandfa ther  William  Burks.  One  of  his  descendan1 
is  a  ^ice  President  of  the  Oak  Cliff  Bank  Trust  there  in  Dallas-- 
Orville  BUrk£,  llj.ll  Melbourne,  Dallas.

In  1613,  he  went  down  into  Louisiana  with  Jackson  and  returned 
home  to  ^enn.  when  the  troopswore  disbanded,  ho  was  barefooted  and  had 
no  money. 

"When  the  Indians  massacred  at  Port  M*  ms*  my  father  left  home 
and  went  down  to  Alabama,  iie  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Talladega." 

NOTh:  This  letter  was  written  about  190'i.  or  earlier,  X  Wa3  anxious  to  get 
ray  Great-Or  ndfat  -.er '  s  record,  so  that  x  might  Join  the  Texas  -cciety 
of  Daughters  of  1812.  This  ancestor  was  my  only  chance.  -  never  had  this 
letter,  but  fortunately  X  cooled  this  mu'h  and  returned  it  to  ny  father 
then.  Joth  he  and  Uncle  J-i'T  died  in  1919.

and  they  knew  him  ns  "Grandpa  Rurks". 

My  father  told  me  that  his  Grandfather  Burks  owned  slaves  named 
Burks  inherited  from  John  ?  Burks,  his  grandfather,  presumably. 


•'•’hen  I  asked  my  father  where  his  grandfather  was  born,  he  xrr± 
replied  in  Not  th  Carolina,  but  he  said  his  father  told  him,  shortly  be¬ 
fore  he  died  (l39'|)  the  3urks  family  were  from  vlrginiaa  originally, 
and  there  was  a  Colony  of  them  settled  in  other  states  --  not  all  in  the 
South.  The  names  were  Kartk  Burkes,  Burk,  and  Burks. 

"hen  talking  to  my  father,  just  before  his  death  in  1913,  be 
told  me  what  his  opinion  was  at  to  his  Grandfather's  adding  Burks  to 
the  names  James  Lyon:  his  opinion  was  that  he,  James  Lyon  Burks,  was 
brought  up  by  his  Grandfather  and  was  his  heir,  for  harx  ho  knew  he  had 
several  negDoes,  both  male  and  female,  known  as  "Burks  negroes71  inheri tec 
from  histoixchiS  Grandfather. 

My  father  told  me  at  this  time  that  he  knew  his  Grandfather  nary 
v/ell,  and  respected  him  greatly.  Uncle  Jeff  and  my  father  wore  almost  the 
same  age,  brought  up  in  Scott  County,  Mississippi. 

I  have  never  written  to  the  Cleric  of  the  Court  in  "ilson  County, 
Te  nn«,  but  those  records  might  disclose  something  about  the  John  Brks 
family,  I  doubt  that  the  name  ws3  John  ??9?.

MILTON  POPE  BURKS,_  SON  OF  Willi  an  and  Pnmelia  (Walthall)  Burks, 
was  born  1335“T836,  in  Tuscaloosa  County,  “la'  ana.  Died  1892  in  Calhoun 
County,  Mississippi,  and  is  buried  at  Old  ^rovidence  Church  out  from 
Grenada,  Mississippi*  His  headstone  and  the  DAR  papers  ri  ’e  his  birth 
date  as  1835.  The  1800  Chickasaw  County,  Miss.,  Census  gives  it  as 
I836.  He  studied  medicine  In  Memphis,  Tennessee,  either  un  er  what  was 
called  a  preceptor,  or  at  the  old  '“ennhis  Hospital'’ Medical  School.  The 
records  of  this  school  have  been  destroyed,  so  this  can  not  be  ascertained, 
His  medical  licenses  say  he  stud&dd  medicine  in  Memphis.  He  must  have 
been  practicing  medicine  in  Chickasaw  County,  ;*d.s -i sslnpl,  near  Buena 
Bista  and  "ks  ondy,  Miss.,  since  some  old  papers  belonging  to  Alexander 
Stafford  "ard  show  him  buying  drugs  —  quinine,  and  also  a  bi’l  or  two 
for  medical  calls.  This  was  in  1308.  Then  ±nx  records  show  that  he  was 
a  doctor  In  ^uscaloosa  and  ureene  bounties,  Alabama,  in  i860  and  lS6l. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army  April  1,  1862,  and  served  s  a  Brivate 
in  Company  D.,  ^Fd^Ala''  ama  Infantry  ^egiraent.  He  married  Harri -t  Newell 
Finnell  in  I80I,  at  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  July  l6,  the  “everend  C.  Hanley 
officiating.  After  the  War,  he  returned  to  tne  practice  of  medicine  In 
Greene  and  J,uscaloosa  Counties.  Lived  imar  ^hitaw,  Alabama,  in  Jreene 
Counter,  and  then  in,  or  near,  Tuscaloosa.  An  I87I,  or  thereabouts,  he 
moved  to  Mississippi,  to  Tallahatchie  County.

Boushe,  a  great  admirer  of  Dr.  Burke  tells  us.  There  was  an  upper  story, 
also. 

Dr.  Burke  dnmodd  Red  Grass  Creek,  and  made  a  ft  sh  pond.  He  allowed 
the  nearby  Providence  Baptist  Church  to  use  this  pond  - s  a  baptismal 
pool.  He  was  a  Deacon  ’n  this  °hurch,  ar.d  a  Mason.  In  I69O,  he  had  a  gr  e 
eery  store  In  Euoora,  Mississippi,  "ehster  County.  And  his  nodical  license 
dated  1390  5*ehs  er  County  is  the  l^st  record  of  a  license  Issued  to  him.

The  best  information  we  canfind  from  ?nag  -entary  licensure  files 
shows  that  -^r.  Burke  was  born  in  1535  and  received  his  medical  education 
at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  "e  would  guess  -  in  the  absence  of  defi  i  tree 
in  forma  Mon  xxXksx  on  medical  education  in  those  days  -  that  he  was  trained 
at  the  predecessor  of  the  old  Memphis  Hospital  Medical  °chool  which  sub¬ 
sequently  became  the  '"'niters i ty  of  Tonnes  .oe  School  of  “*edici  ,c.  o  bo 
point  out,  however,  chat  many  ohysicians  •  re  trained  Ky  other  heys-*  clans 
inxxrc  or oceptorsbios  as  la'o  as  fie  1850’s. 

“i*.  urke  ’  s  license  to  nractice  medicine  was  recorded  in  ~al1aha  tchi» 
County  May  23,  15  8??.  ■‘■here  is  evidence  of  similar  recordings  in  Crenddd 
County  on  arch  22,  l8~3,  and  in  Webster  Coir  ty  on  •■‘arch  2k,  1 390.  There 
is  no  information  os  to  the  niece  ~r  time  of  “r.  ^urke’s  death. 


A  diligont  search  of  our  earliest  records  by  our  '"erabershi n  -froctor 
discloses  no  evidence  that  ~r .  Bunko  was  a  member  of  t'o  ‘-Jssissicpi  State 
Medical  Association.  This  would  not  indicate  that  ho  was  unacco stable  for 
ne.mbershin  since  many  counties  were  unorganized  ns  to  local  medical 
societies  as  recently  as  f  rty  •’ears  a>-o.  It,  therefore,  may  lie-  uj  been 
that  medical  organization  simply  was  not  available  to  this  physician. 
Similarly,  we  have  no  records  to  demonstrate  fr.  Burke’s  participation 
in  the  -ar  Botwoen  the  -8 dates.
